f2) Every person who has completed the age of 21 
years, and has ordinarily resided in the municic 
pality for a period of 9 months next before such- 
date, as may be prescribed, shall, if not subject 
to any disqualification specified in sub-section (3) 
be entitled to be enrolled as a voter. 

(3) A person notwithstanding that he is otherwise 
qualified, shall not be entitled to be enrolled aa 
a voter if he, on the aforesaid date : — 

(a) is not a national of the Indian Union, 

(b) has been adjudged by a competent court to be of 

unsound mind, or 

(c) has been sentenced to imprisonment for a term 

exceeding one year or to transportation for an 
offence which is declared by the State Govern- 
ment to imply such turpitude as to unfit him to 
be a voter or ordered to find security for good 
behaviour in consequence of proceedings taken 
under section 109 or section 110 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure as applied to Himachal 
Pradesh, such sentence or order not having 
subsequently been reversed or remitted -or the 
offender pardoned. 

Provided that a disqualification under clause (c) shall 
not last more than four years from the date of the release 
of the disqualified person from imprisonment or of the 
expiry of such sentence or order, and it may, for any 
special reason, be removed at any time by an order of 
the State Government.

entitled to receive travelling and halting allow- 
ances at the scale and on the conditions admis- 
sible to a Central Government servant of the 
First Grade, the halting allowance for this pur- 
pose being taken as eight rupees a day.
